Eawara Butler, a New 
Orleans publicist who par- 
ticipated in a taped inter- 
view with Oswald prior to 
Mr. Kennedy's death, said 
here Thursday that Ferrie 
had made an attempt to 
contact him . after .the as- 
sassination. Butler said he 
was told Ferrie contended 
he was innocent and was 
being unjustly linked with 
Oswald.
